_ Property Owners on Avenue Forty- 
three Say They'll Seek injuriction 
if Council Refuses to Heed Their 
Appeal Monday—Expesed Cables 
One Feature Objected to. 


Strenuous opposition to the proposed 
construction of an incline railway on 
Avenue 4, between Marmion Way 
and the summit of Mt. Washington, 
has developed and owners of pPfop- 
erty along the thoroughfare are pre- 
pared to fight unless the promoters 
agree to make radical changes in their 
plans. 

The chief objection which the pro-' 
testants raise ig that their only means, 
of access to their homes will be prac- 
tically cut off if Robert Marsh & Co. 
are allowed to leave the cables on the 
railway exposed. They say that the 
placing of these underground at the 
crossings will not. well solve the dif- 
ficulty as, in order to deliver supplies 
at houses, it is necessary for the gro- 
cery wagons to cross from one side of 
the street to the other. 

It is also claimed that exposed cables 
would be a continual menace to the 
children of the neighborhood and that 
their parents would be in constant 
anxiety whenever the little ones were 
Playing out of doors.

FRENCH STEAMSHIP COMPANY is 
ARRANGING DEAL.

Pianned to Run Vessels from San 
Francisco to Manzanillo, With Stops 
at San Pedro, Making Connection 
With Railroad Terminue—Boon is 
Promised Les Angeles Merchants. 


Direct steamship connection of 
Southern California with the coast of 
Mexico seems practically assured with- 
in a few months. Negotiations are on 
between the Chargeur Reunis Steam- 
ship Line, a French concern heavily 
subsidized by the government of that 
country, and the Mexican Central 
Railroad, by which the boats will con- 
nect with the trains at Manzanillo, to 
which port the route will be open by 
July. A change of cars at Colima will 
be necessury for a time, however, be- 
cause the railroad from that point to 
the ocean is a narrow uge. 

The standardizing of this line will be 
finished by November, when passenger 
trains will run through to Mexico City 
in twenty-four hours, Guadala 
jara in about five hours. Freight avil 
be conveyed at proportionate speed, 
so that the French line will have easy 
delivery of goods to the two principal 
cities of the republic, and other points 
will be but little further distant.
